A NOTE ON THE REV. VOLTAIRE SP/.LDING 
By Mr. Frederick J. McMurtric of Detroit, Michigan 


(Editor's Note: The item referred to below by Mr. McMurtrie is found in the 
issue of October, 1940, p. 3, and reads as follows: "Mey 23, 1823 - At Lewiston, 
Niagara Co., N. Y., on the 6th ult. Mr. Voltaire Spalding, recently of this City, to 
Miss Lucy Everitt of the former plecc.") 


"Recently among the lists of marriages as compiled from the old Detroit Gazette 
in an edition of the Magazine, I noted the marriage date of Voltaire Spaulding ond 
Lucy Evert. As I know both of these parties personally, it brought back to my mind 
a circumstance of long ago. 


"Rev. Voltaire Spaulding came to my home town of Three Rivers, St. Joseph 
County, Michigan, and organized the First Episcopnl Church there, serving as its 
first Rector in 1861. He ws e« fine old gentleman, and beloved by the entire com- 
munity. At the time of his passing he was interred in beautiful Riverside Cemetery 
situated on the banks of the grand old St. Joseph River, by the side of his wife, 
who had preceded him in death some nine years, Two large marble slabs lying pronc 
upon the grass entirely covered them. 


"The inscription upon his stone had becn carved in a manner which at first 
glance at once attractcod the cye of the passcrby, who instcntly halted, and gave 
an involuntary sign of relicf upon complcting its recding. Recently while in that 
cemetery, I took the pains of copying this inscription. 


"First in largo lettcrs is carved the following: 


PENITENT VOLTAIRE SPAULDING - A PREACHER OF THE CHURCH OF GOD. 1ST RECTOR OF 
TRINITY CHURCH OF THREE RIVERS, MICH. BORN DEC. 30TH, A. D., 1798 - DIED 
AUGUST 28TH, A. D., 1886 WITH NO HOPE OF SALVATION AND HEAVEN 


"Then, in much smaller letters, the following: 


Except through the kindliness and Mercy of God, through Jesus Christ, our 
Lord. Amen, 


"The inscription upon the wife's stone is es follows: 


"Precious" "Lucy Evert Spaulding, Denar wife of youth ond comfort of ag 
Died Nov. 23rd., 1878 aged 78 years, 4 months and 16 days." 

"Faithful unto Death. Awaiting the fulfillment of the Lord's promise of 
Crown of life." " 


(Note: Rev. Voltaire Spalding was quite =: well-known pioncer proacher of 
western Michigan. He was my great uncle, though I never know anything of him oxe 
as a curious name 
Sterne wos my grandfather, whom I never know, Some of the family came from Lowis- 
ton, N. Y., to Lenawce County, Michigan. They ere direct descendants of Edward 
Spalding (or Speulding) of Virginia and Massachusetts. The line is Voltsiro 7, 
Rufus 6, Jcecob 5, Philip 4, Edward 3, John 2, Edward 1.

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NOTES OF THE SOCIETY € : 


At the meeting of the Society on January 10, we enjoyed an interesting talk on 
"THE MORMONS INTEREST IN GENEALOGY". The speaker was Elder Ralph ©. Kidd of the 
Church of the latter Day Saints, one of some three thousand missionaries of the 
church driven from Europe by the war. Citing Bible references he explained why the 
Mormons believe it their duty to search out their family, so that all members of 
it may be saved by baptism in their church. Following his talk, Elder Kidd answered 
a number of questions, and later explained his method of research. He says that 
Detroit, with our Burton Historical Collection, is one of the best places in the 
country for genealogical research. Various members of the Society have made the ac- 
quaintance of these young genealogical students as they work in Burton, and find them 
most interesting and zealous co-workers in this field; a field of work which is pur- 
sued for so many different reasons by its enthusiasts. 


From Mr, and Mrs. Gordon Pomeroy Rothwell of Tujunga, California, comes the 
announcement of the birth of a daughter, Sheila Jackson, on January 26, 1942. Con- 
gratuletions from the Society, which has missed them since they left Detroit.

Robert Purdy, Jr. - 1824; Salma for Scbina Purdy; Abrohom Purdy - 15 yrs. 6 ms. 

Mrs. Bowen notes thet she did not find the stone of Pcter Quick, although she 
wos sure he wes buriod there, as he "wes killed at a bam-rrising in December, but

She is interestcd in these Seneca rainy | cemeteries becnuse her grendpsarents and
